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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on November 10, 2005. 
Applicant's cooperation in amending the claims to overcome the claim objections relating 
to informalities as well as indefinite claim language is appreciated. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of a turbocharger for an 
internal combustion engine including: 

" Regarding claim 1 and 13: 

said elongated bearing carrier including outwardly projecting flange 
surfaces, said stationary housing has surfaces adjacent the outwardly projecting 
flange surfaces of the elongated bearing earner, said outwardly projecting flange 
surfaces and the adjacent housing surfaces cooperating to bear thrust loads of 
the rotating assembly. 

Regarding claim 4 : 

said anti-friction ball bearings comprising angular contact ball bearings 
that accept thrust in one direction only. 

Regarding claim 8 : 

said anti-friction ball bearing on one end of the elongated cylinder 
mounted in a tolerance ring that surrounds the outside diameter of the anti- 
friction ball bearing. 
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Regarding claim 9 : 

All limitations in claim 1 and further including an anti-friction material being 
located between the outwardly projecting flange surfaces and the stationary 
housing surfaces. 

Regarding claims 15 and 18 : 

See the Office Action mailed on March 29, 2005.
